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Continuation of 10. Other: Amended claim 1 would remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Thornton, Jr. et 
al. (4,360,758) in view of Wada et al. (5,256,940). The applicant has traversed this rejection, and argued that Wada teaches away from 
the present invention by teaching a lamp without mercury. The applicant has specifically alleged that Wada "teaches away from the use 
of mercury in combination with aluminum in a lamp" (page 6, paragraph 1 of Remarks). Wada does teach that the driving circuit required 
for a mercury lamp is more complex than the circuit for a lamp without mercury in the section cited by the applicant (column 5, lines 49- 
54). However, the examiner maintains that the combination of Thornton and Wada is not improper, as Wada teaches that aluminum 
iodide can be used interchangeably with tin iodide, which Thornton discloses as part of a halide fill including mercury, and does not 
specifically teach away from combining aluminum iodide with mercury. . 
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
